‘Chattering’ Marathon Strain 
Rouses Doctors’ Fears Here 


Mental Collapse May Result From Long Talks, Dr. Percy 
Hickling Believes; Have No Brains to Injure, 
Dr. Arthur Noyes Asserts. 


While contestants in New York’s 
latest struggle to find a new kind of 
champion—this time they are striving 
to find the kingpin of talkers—con- 
tinued to jabber away yesterday, the 
second of the five-day grind, Washing- 
ton psychiatrists had a few words to 
say themselves anent the marathon and 
the marathoners. 

Dr. D. Percy Hickling, District of 
Columbia alienist, declared, “It ought 
to be stopped,” and forecasted that 
minds of the contestants and of the 
audience might be affected as a result. 

Dr. Arthur Noyes, psychiatrist at 
St. Elizabeths Hospital, did not advo- 
cate stopping of the contest because 
of endangering mentality of the talk- 
ers. He was unequivocal in his answer 
to the question, “Do you think that 
constant use of the brain in enunciaet- 
ing words and in conjuring up sub- 
jects upon which to talk will endgn- 
ger the mind of contestants?” 

“No, I don’t think they have much 
brain to use,” was his answer which 
he supplemented with “There certainly 
won't be much strain on what they 
have.” ) 

Both doctors expressed the belief 
that the contest would cause consider- 
able physical strain on the talkers, 


pointing out that all epdurance con- 


tests entajled expenditure of consider- 
able physital and nervous energy. 

“Prolonged effort,” said Dr. Noyes, “of 
any kind will bring on physical exhaus- 
tion, but I do not believe that this 
particular kind of contest will be more 
exhausting than any other endurance 
contests.” 

Dr. Hicklin, however, emphasized his 
belief that the New York stunt should 
be stopped by stating that it "was 
“much worse than a dancing mara- 
thon.”

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Whalen Forms Six Squads 
Of Strong-Arm Policemen 


Picked Men, of Powerful Build, to Haunt Rendezvous of 
New York’s Crooks; Instrycted to “Be Rough’’ if 
Necessary; Eight Arrests in Liquor Seizure. 


New York, Dec. 26 (United Press) .— 
The tough old days when detectives 
were hard-faced, flat-footed men, who 
chewed dead cigars and talked from 
the sides of their mouths, were invoked 
today by Police Commissioner Grover 
Whalen to meet the dapper, elegant, 
modern criminal. 

Through, for the time at least, with 
his demobilization of special depart- 
ments which, he thought, were not 
returning dividends, Whalen ordered 
the formation of six strong-arm 
squads, such as seni crooks of old days 
slinking into their tenement or dive 
retreats. 

With the strong-arm men will work 
the women police, as aids in cabarets 
and night clubs, where the elite of 
the underworld now meet. 

Since the days of the old strong- 
armed squads. a new underworld has 
grown up. Sleek, flashily dressed work- 
ers in the alcohol, dope, gambling and 
blackmail rackets replace the uncouth 
thugs of a generation ago. In some 
way, also, police methods have been 
softened. Nowadays, many persons— 


except crooks, of course—have to look 
two or even three times to tell a de- 
tective. Some even take off their hats 
indoors.

Boy Who Won $5,000 Prize

iM. D. Almack, of Palo Alto, Makes Education Basis of 


Plan; Favors Regular Course in High Schools: 
Cites Benefits of Prohibition. 


New York, Dec. 26 (A.P.).—Maleolm 
D. Almack, of Palo Alto, Calif., author 
of the prohibition enforcement plan 
that won the $5,000 W. C. Durant 
prize offered to high schools, believes 


that the three essentials of improving 
the effectiveness of the dry law are 
better knowledge of the law, greater 
respect tor the law, and better admin- 
istration of the law. 

His plan, made public today by the 
prize committee, was characterized by 
Mr. Durant, in a letter to the youth, 
as the work of “a clear, earnest 
mind.” The boy’s effort won for him- 
self a check for $1,000 and for his 
school $4,000. The grand prize, $25,000. 
went to Maj. Chester P. Milis.

PACIFIST PROPAGANDA. 
Genuine and fraudulent pacifists are 
gathering in Washington, intent upon in- 
ducing the Senate to hold up the cruiser 
bill. The expected ratification of the 
Kellogg treaty is seized upon by the 


pacifists as a perfect reason for abandon- 
ing naval construction. The argument 
runs this way: 

“At a time when the United States 
holds out the olive branch to all nations, 
proposing to renounce war, and makes 
its offer good by ratifying the Kellogg 
treaty, it is an act of madness to vote 
Foreign nations 
will interpret this action to mean that 
the United States has no faith in its own 
treaty. They will take note of the build- 
ing of great cruisers and will conclude 
that the United. States does not trust 
other nations, but puts its trust in war. 
The building of cruisers is a step toward 
war.” 

If the pacifists could point to an in- 
stance in which the building of Ameri- 
can warships provoked war they would 
have a better case.: 

If the building of cruisers is a step to- 
ward war, the British and Japanese gov- 
ernments are moving toward war, for 
they have both built many cruisers since 
1922, and both are now stronger in 
cruisers than the United States. Why 
do not the pacifists criticize them? With 
the completion of the fifteen cruisers 
that are now proposed, the United States 
will still have 100,000 tons less than 
Great Britain, and 30,000 tons less than 
Japan. 

Why do pacifists ask the United States 
alone to abandon provision for national 
defense? Why do they distrust the 
United States, and place their trust in 
other nations that are building fleets, 
perfecting naval bases, and otherwise 
providing for their own protection in 
the event of war? ‘ 

The argument of the pacifists in -con- 
nection with the Kellogg treaty does not 
hold good. Do they imagine that the 
United States, in building cruisers, in- 
tends to use them against nations that 
faithfully observe the Kellogg treaty? 
What alternative do they suggest to 
meet a situation in which the treaty is 
violated and war breaks out? The strip- 
ping of all means of defense would not 
help the United. States or tend to dis- 
suade an aggressor from making war. 
It would be a blessing, indeed, if all na- 
tions could safely depend upon mutual 
good will and throw away all arms; but 
it is not safe for any one nation to dis- 
arm itself and risk its fortunes and its 
existence upon the forbearance of other 
powerful, armed nations. 

The absence of means of defense is an 
invitation to aggressors. A rich, de- 
fenseless nation, depending upon its 
wealth to purchase ignominious peace, is 
good prey to warlike and overpbopulated 
nations. 

Those pacifists who are not the agents 
of foreign propaganda are childish in 
their opposition to reasonable provision 
for American security. It is unfortunate 


that many innocent and merely silly 


pacifists are the tools of cunning and 
traitorous agents who masquerade as 
pacifists, while accepting pay from for- 
eign sources for their work in organizing 
American pacifist sentiment against na- 
tional defense. ! 

-”° Honest pacifists would do well to heed 
the words of President Coolidge in~his 
message to Congress on December 6, 
1927: 


Any future limitation of armament 
~ will call upon us for more ships. We 
should enter on no competition. We 
snould refrain from no needful program. 
It should be made clear to all the world 
that lacking a definite agreement, the 
attitude of any other country is not to 
be permitted to alter our own policy. It 
4 uld especially be demonstrated that 
‘propaganda will not cause us to change 
-our course. Where there is no treaty 
Mmitation, the size of the Navy which 
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America is to have will be solely for 
America to.detefmine. No outside influ- 
ence should enlarge it or diminish it. 


Let the honest pacifist ask himself: 
In whose interest is it that America 
should be helpless ? 


THE QUESTION OF TARIFF REVISION, 

It is well that President-elect Hoover should 
come to Washington to confer with President 
Coolidge and Congress leaders for the purpose 


of formulating a legislative program. The 
question of farm relief is bound up with tariff 
revision, and some of the leaders in Congress 


| have been in favor of deferring action upon 


farm relief until the proposed extra session, 
for the reason that tariff revision can not be 
accomplished at this session. Other leaders 
dread an extra session, even for tariff revision, 
and would like to see farm relief legislation 
enacted at once, with perhaps a revision of 
agricultural schedules only, : 

Tariff revision is a political question of the 
first importance. Once undertaken, revision 
must be thorough, just and effective, and it 
must be made with reference to the revenues. 
It is not surprising that some of the leaders 
should wish to let well enough alone, seeing 
the party damage that has sometimes followed 
unsatisfactory tariff revision. But the forces 
clamoring for tariff revision are very strong, 
and they have a good case. Their cause is 
greatly aided by the fact that complete farm 
relief can not be had without tariff revision. 

Partial farm relief is possible at this ses- 
sion, and it should be pushed through with- 
out waiting for tariff revision. The new Mc- 
Nary bill has the approval of President Cool- 
idge and President-elect Hwover. Both of 
them are anxious to bring about farm relief 
as soon as possible. Several months will be 
consumed in organizing the Federal Farm 
Board and stabilization of corporations after 
the bill has become law, and if the next crop 
is to feel any benefits the bill must be enacted 
at this session. 

The passage of the farm relief bill is prac- 
ticable now. Whether or not general tariff 
revision should follow in an extra session is 
a question for Mr. Hoover and Republican 
leaders in Congress to determine. By coming 
here immediately Mr, Hoover can bring about 
an early decision as to tariff revision—a de- 
cision that should not be delayed. 


HOLIDAY ACCIDENTS. 


The Christmas holiday is blamed for acci- 
dents which cost 44 lives in the United States. 
The figure does not include all the accidental 
deaths in the 48 States, but it is safe to predict 
that it will be widely used as an argument 
against the way in which Americans spend 
their holidays. Critics who are inclined to 
censure methods of holiday celebration should 
have a look at the facts before taking the sub- 
ject too seriously. 

A large percentage of the persons killed on 
Christmas lost their liveg in automobile acci- 
dents. A fire in Akron, Ohlo, resulted in six 
deaths. Several school boys broke through the 
ice while skating and were drowned. Three 
persons on one motorcycle were killed in a 
crash. A dynamite explosion, accidental shoot- 
ings and a firecracker explosion added to the 
toll of casualties. All of these accidents, with 
the possible exception of the last mentioned, 
are everyday occurrences whether or not the 
nation is celebrating a holiday. 

Indeed, Christmas seems to have set a re- 
markable example of accident prevention, if 
the figures quoted are complete. People who 
are concerned about the dangerous holiday 
pursuits of this country should remember that 
an average of approximately 3,388 persons die 
every day. Americans are killed in automobile 
collisions at the rate of 64 per day, and sucha 
rare accident as drowning brings death to more 
than 7,000 during a year. These figures shrink 
the total of 44 holiday deaths into insignifi- 
cance. 

If an accurate check could be made, holiday 
fatalities probably would prove to be less than 
the every-day average. Certainly industrial 
accidents are fewer. The holiday total is made 
to look large because of the spectacular na- 
ture of some accidents on such days, and be- 
cause of the habit of adding up the national 
toll which is not thought of on any other day. 

Of course, care should be taken to prevent 
holiday accidents, but the need of caution is no 
greater than it is on every other day of the 
year. Most American holidays are highly ben- 
eficial to the public because of the brief respite 
they offer from routine work. With the pass- 
ing of the Christmas-tree candle menace there 
is little danger to any one who follows the tra- 
ditional yuletide mode of making merry. It is 
a popular fallacy that Death stalks about with 
a two-edged sword on holidays. 


ABOLISHING THIRST BY LAW. 


Arrests for drunkenness in the United 
States, according to a’ survey made by the 
Moderation League, have increased 238 per 
cent since the adoption of prohibition. The 
statement was made coincidentally with re- 
lease of Maj. C. P. Mills’ plan for making 
prohibition effective, which won the Durant 
$25,000 prize competition, and gives added 
interest thereto. 

Whether or not the Mills plan offers a 
solution of the problems of prohibition en- 
forcement will be widely debated. Its author, 
former prohibition administrator for’ New 
York City, has had a wide experience with 
the practical difficulties of enforcing the Vol- 
stead act. “Diversion of alcohol under cover 
of indiscriminately granted permits controlled 
by unreliable persons provides the vast ma- 
jority of liquor consumed’ today,” he holds. 
“The task of restricting and reducing permit- 
holders to those reliable persons or corpora-

Generally prohibition authori- 
ties and organizatiofis attack the problems of 
nonenforcement with requests for new and 
more radical laws. Because Maj, Mills does 
not propose a scheme involving legislative 
action it may be that his plan can be put to 
an actual test. 

Suppose that the Treasury Department were 
to adopt it'in detail, making it the program 
for enforcement. Immediately permits for 
the manufacture and withdrawal of industrial 
alcohol would be curtailed; and doubtless the 
authorities ultimately would be able to elimi- 
nate many fraudulent diversions of alcohol. 
In the meantime the Coast Guard would con- 
tinue its war upon smugglers, and field agents 
would redouble their efforts against bootleg 
distillers. But would this bring about less 
drunkenness? When liquor obtained from di- 
verted industrial alcohol had become scarce, 
there would be an added demand from boot- 
leg distilleries. As long as the public de- 
mands drink, there will be a supply forth- 
coming. 

In the final analysis, enforcement of the 
prohibition law depends upon whether or not 
the public is willing to have it enforced. Any 
plan that does not make provision for the in- 
culcation of temperance is foredoomed to 
failure. The fact that industrial withdrawals 
account for part of the supply of liguor is ex- 
plicable on the ground that industrial alcohol 
has been easiest to obtain. Were it made 
more difficult, ingenious purveyors to the 
American appetite would devise other means 
of obtaining an ample stock in trade; and Dr. 
Doran says they have already done so. 

An impartial observer of American condi- 
tions’ would probably reach the opinion that 
the country is trying to exterminate human 
thirst by law, and that this is a hopeless effort. 
But he might also perceive a gradual drift 
toward voluntary abstention from liquor 
drinking, which in the course of years may 
result in a temperate nation, in spite of the 
violent resentment provoked by the attempt 
to stamp out liquor drinking summarily by 
excessively rigorous laws. 

STICK TO THE BUDGET. 

Senator Wheeler will launch a movement 
to revise the law creating the Budget Bureau 
so that department heads may make a direct 
appeal to Congress for funds. He has an- 
nounced that the matter will be brought be- 
fore Congress immediately after the holiday 
recess. He would clip the wings of the Budget 
Bureau and restore the practice of dealing out 
money to Government bureaus and commis- 
sions without regard to estimates. 

At present it is a violation of law for a de- 
partment head or subordinate to carry his ap- 
peal for funds to Congress. Recommendations 
are submitted by all the departments to the 
Budget Bureau and are studied by the budget 
director before his estimates covering all the 
expenses of the Government are submitted to 
Congress. President Coolidge recently issued 
a warning that all departments would be held 
to this rule and that action would 
against any violators. 

Before adoption of the budget plan depart- 
ment heads made direct recommendations to 
Congress, and the best talkers naturally got 
the largest appropriations. This led to the 
practice of departments asking for much more 
than they really needed, under the theory that 
a certain percentage would be trimmed from 
all requests. Even when honest estimates of 
department rmeeds were made, however, they 
invariably called for more money than the 
limited income of the Government could pro- 
vide. Heads of departments are in no posi- 
tion to know the relative importance of their 
work and the work of some other department. 
Obviously the only sensible of dealing 
with the situation is to make a single agency 
responsible for unifying the Federal budget, 
under personal direction of the President. 

The current interest in the question grew 
out of the investigation by a Senate committee 
into the fitness of Clyde B. Aitchison to re- 
main on the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
The committee wanted to know why the com- 
mission had failed to place valuations on tele- 
phone, pipe line and express companies. Mr. 
Aitchison answered that appropriations for 
valuation work had been insufficient, and that 
available funds had been used for railroad 
valuation which was deemed more important. 
Recommendations for more funds had_ been 
made to the Budget Bureau, but the item was 
eliminated before the budget reached Congress. 

This example will no doubt be used in an 
effort to secure amendment of the Budget 
Bureau act. Stress will be laid on the state- 
ment of Senator Wheeler that the present 
arrangement does not give Congress full in- 
formation. But the argument will not hold 
water, for Congress has the annual reports of 
all the departments and commissions, in which 
requests for money are not at all modest. Of 
course, Congress should be given all the in- 
formation necessary to insure intelligent ac- 
tion on appropriations. The budget is only a 
recommendation, and Congress can adhere to 
it or not as it chooses. But this constitutes 
no reason for destroying the budget. Senator 
Wheeler’s proposed amendment would bring 
back extravagance and lack of coordination in 
the allotment of money.

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: It 
appears that the new head of the 
police department in New York is mak- 
ings some wholesale arrests. That is 
well and good so far as it goes, but that 
is only one step, and a very slight one, 
in clearing the city of criminals. The 
experience of the last few years teaches 
that arrests, unless vigorously and suc- 
cessfully prosecuted, only lead to more 
crime. One escape from punishment 
through the slackness of courts or the 
complacency of juries does more harm 
to society than the crime itself, for it 
fosters a belief that crime can be com- 


m d with impunity. 
In ago alone the murders aver- 
age a t seven a day, and executions 


about one in two years. The detec- 
tives spend more time, in interviewing 
newspaper reporters and in telling 
them what they expect to do than in 
tracing down the criminal. If they find 
a clew the first thing they do is to 
have that fact printed, which tips ot 
their hand to the suspected person, We 
have a law padlocking places charged 
with permitting the sale of liquors. 
What we need is a law padlocking the 
mouths of detectives. Such padlocking 
would bring about more convictions. 
The election of judges by a popular 
ygte is one of the greatest errors under 
our system of government. Occasionally 
a good man is elected, but too often 
the judge has his eyes set on securing 
a reelection, and his actions are largely 
guided by that desire. The trial court 
is not always to blame. Appellate 
courts, as a rule, seek for some reason 
for granting a reversal. When Mr. 
Chase was Chief Justice of the United 
States he once said that an appellate 
court should always presume that the 
lower court was right, and that pre- 


sumption should govern unless the 
contrary was clearly shown, and that 
substantial injustice had resulted. The 
great Chief Justice was correct, but 
appellate courts now work on the op- 
posite presumption. We need detective 
reform and court reform if we are to 
stamp out crime. S. T. SMITH. 


LOOK OUT! 

It is rumored that some of the Cab- 
inet officers are not altogether in sym- 
pathy with the plan of President Cool- 
idge to preserve a balanced budget at 
all costs, at least not as far as econo- 
mies to that end affect their particular 
departmental estimates, says the De- 
troit Free Press. Indeed, Secretary 
Wilbur is openly at variance with his 
chief over the questiom of Navy per- 
sonnel. And, according to a story that 
comes from the National Capital, the 
President has pointed out to members 
of his official family the fact that the 
budget law prohibits departments from 
trying to get appropriations larger than 
the regular budget figures indicate;

Phe plan of the pactfists ts to estab- 

lish contact with members of the 
United States Senate and seek to itnter- 
est them ‘In killing the cruiser bill. 
| Plans for buttonholing senators and 
otherwise carrying out the usual lobby- 
ing methods and for bombarding sena- 
torlal offices with huge supplies of 
pacifist literature have becn outlined. 

Bishop Francis J. McConnell, of New 
York, head of the Federal Council of 
Churches, is chalrman of the committee 
which has called the anticrulser confer- 
ence. In a memorial to the Senate 
earlier this month, he said: 

“We believe that the wholesome ef- 
fect of the general pact for the re- 
nunclation of war upon the sentiment 
of nations and ‘peoples will be largely 
nullified if the nation which first pro- 
posed the general pact expresses lack of 
confidence in its efficacy by increasing 
its own armament.” 

Coolidge Message Disregorded. 

The fact that President Coolidge in 
his Armistice Day speech and in his 
last message to the Congress has called 
for more cruisers is not regarded by 
the volunteer pacifist leaders as a rea- 
son for altering their plans to nullify 
the appeal from the Commander in 
Chief of the Nation's Army and Navy.

Chief of Police Carl M. Blanchard 
testified in defense of the grandmother 
and told the court that he had ob- 
served her attitude toward the child 
and that as a father he could only 
approve of her methods. Judge Sheriff 
held the child in his arms while con- 
sidering the case and finally decided 
that the grandmother was more com- 
petent to care for the child than any 
institution. 


Murder Charge Awaits _ 
Man Held in Virginia

George E. Darnall, of the homicide 
squad, will leave for the Virginia town 
this morning to bring Hawkins back 
to this city.
